No Longer Divided

N JULY OF THIS YEAR OVER 300 cars lined up on either side of the 

temporary piling bridge spanning the Parsnip River 96 miles northof 
Prince George. License plates from every part of B. C.; from Alaska, the 
Yukon and many western states were in evidence as occupants gathered to 
view the ribbon cutting ceremony on British Columbia’s new 261 mile long 
John Hart Highway connecting Dawson Creek with Prince George - but more 
Significantly, connecting B.C.’s wheat and oil-famous Peace River Block 
with the Pacific Coast and the industrial heart of the province. 

Economically speaking, this vital new artery will givebacktoB.C. the 
northern half of the province. For it is a fact that ever since the Peace 
River Block was first settled 40 years ago, Edmonton (Alta) has been its 
industrial and business capital - the Supplier of all its wants, and the re- 
ceiver of all its produce. The influx of settlers to this new found land of 50 
bushel crops, and no failures, which straddled the B.C. -Alberta border, 
constituted the west’s last great land settlement boom. Thousands poured 
in from every part of the continent, with Edmonton as the sole outfitting 
point, for the Rocky Mountains proved an effective barrier to any thought 
of entry from the west. 

It was natural that in this new raw land without roads, settlers were 
hesitant about venturing too far beyond the end of the lone road which ex- 
tended northwest of Edmonton to within 150 miles of the B.C. border. But 
there were millions of acres of richly productive land just across the 
border and the British Columbia government lured the settlers on by the 
promise of an Outlet to the Pacific. Thousands pushed on through to the 
B.C. side of the Peace River Block. The shorter haul tothe Pacific would 
mean greater returns for their crops. Despite promises repeated prior to 
every election for 34 years, the ‘‘outlet’’ never did materialize. Andit was 
from Edmonton that both rail and highway connections were pushed through, 
with the rails extending beyond the border to Dawson Creek. Cut off en- 
tirely from B.C. the Peace River continued to grow and contributed greatly 
to Edmonton’s rise to first place among the cities of Alberta. 

When the Aleutians were invaded by the Japanese during the last war 
it was this railway extending 450 miles from Edmonton into northeastern 
B.C. which convinced defence chiefs that the Alaska Highway should start 
at Dawson Creek rather than Prince George. During its construction and 
following it, hundreds of millions of dollars were pouredinto northwestern 
defences. With thesea-lanesto Alaska threatened by Jap submarines the 
military swung over to the new land route. Edmonton became the inverted 
funnel upon which all southern communication lines converged to pour forth 
in a Single line to the Yukon and Alaskan defence bases. It became the 
supply depot for the whole northwestern corner of North America, and 
cae in direct proportion to the tremendous volume of business it was 

oing. 

Leduc, Redwater, and the discovery of oil and gas on both sides of the 
border in the Peace River country have only added to its importance as 
THE supply centre and transportation hub of the northwest. And it all be- 
gan when far-sighted Albertans built communication lines to the areas 
crying for development. 


In the meantime Northern British Columbia’s sole connection with the

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HIS NEW ROUTE, made possible 

by the construction of the John 
Hart Highway, is undoubtedly one of 
the most beautiful drives on the con- 
tinent. Starting from Canada’s Pacific 
seaport of Vancouver it extends for 
2341 miles in a broad arc ending in 
the heart of Alaska at Fairbanks. The 
variety of scenes beggars all powers 
of description - mountains, rivers, 
canyons, cascading waterfalls, clear 
blue lakes, jack-pine plateaus, rich 
farmlands overshadowed by towering 
snow-clad peaks, open meadows and 
rangeland, muskeg and sage bush, 
wheatlands and dense spruce forests - 
are allthere - and unfold to the driver 
in anever-ending panorma - a camera 
fan’s paradise. 

The angler will find a thousand 
streams and lakes to hold him, with 
plenty of fighting rainbows; the hunter 
everything from grouse to grizzlies; 
the holidayer, lakeside resorts and 
guest ranches where he may ride, 
hike, swim, dance or just loaf to his 
hearts desire. 

Tothose interested in saving time 
in driving between any point on the 


Alaska highway to any point south of 
Cache Creek, or vice-versa, the new 
route represents a saving of 810 
miles - or two days average driving 
time - over the previous shortest 
route which was via a wide detour 
through Alberta. 

The Vancouver - Fairbanks route 
follows the Trans-Canada Highway to 
Cache Creek, where it swings north 
on the Cariboo Highway through to 
Prince George, where the Hart High- 
way forms the connecting link with the 
Alaska Highway. The highway is paved 
to Lac La Hache, 342 miles north of 
Vancouver. With the exception of the 
95 mile section from Big Delta to 
Fairbanks in Alaska, and a 154 mile 
section of ‘‘poorish’’ gravelled road 
immediately north of Lac La Hache, 
the rest of the highway is a first class 
gravelled highway, with the Alaska 
Highway considered to be the finest 
example of gravelled road construc- 
tion in North America.

and Fraser Valley 


BELOW: Vancouver - financial, in- 
dustrial and cultural centre of British 
Columbia - into which a third of the 
population of the province is concen- 
trated - boasts one of the three most 
beautiful harbours in the world. 
Graced on the north by the rugged 
peaks of the Cascades - and with the 
delicate tracery of the Lions Gate 
suspension bridge connecting the 
wooded northshore slopes with the 
city’s famed ‘‘Stanley Park’’ at the 
harbour entrance - it is a setting

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The Lower Fraser Valley, extending inland for 100 miles 
from the coast and tapering gradually from amaximum width 
of 20 miles south of Vancouver to less than a mile at Hope, 

is by far the most productive 1,000 square miles of agri- 
cultural landin Western Canada. Peaches, cherries, apples 
plums, root vegetables, tomatoes, hops, tobacco, grapes - 
and berries, such as the luscious strawberries shown at 
lower right - everything that can be grown north of the 49th 
parallel, is being grown in the rich bottomlands of this 
wonderful valley - withagreat percentage of the land being 
utilized for dairyfarming. It is the concentrated food-pro- 
ducing area at Vancouver’s back door, without which that 
city could not have grown so quickly from a one-street town 
50 years agoto its present position as Canada’s third city. 

A dozen modern towns dot the length of the Valley, which 
because of its productivity has often been likened to Holland. 
But, unlike the flat acres of Holland the ‘‘valley’’ is bor- 
dered by towering mountain peaks between which flow many 
a swift trout stream from hidden lakes. 
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The above photo, takenin1861, shows 
southbound stage just below the Spuz- 
zum Suspension bridge in the Fraser 
Canyon. The road was completed from 
Yale to Barkerville in 1862 in order 
to serve the fabulously rich Cariboo 
gold fields. It was the first road of 
any kind constructed on the mainland 
of British Columbia. Only other roads 
in existence at that time were in the 
vicinity of Victoria, on Vancouver 
Island. BELOW: Kawkawa Lake, two 
milesfrom Hope - a pleasant boating 
and fishing spot.

WE BRITISH COLUMBIANS have every reason to be proud of the John Hart 
Highway. Building this 261-mile-long traffic artery, much of it through an 
almost untrodden wilderness, is, we would say, the most courageous, as 
it may well be the most economically successful road construction project 
undertaken by any Canadian province. 


THE CONSTRUCTION of this great highway through British Columbia, of 
course, is the fulfilment of a promise made 40 years ago to the first 
settlers in the Peace River Block---that somehow, as speedily as possible 
they would be given an outlet to the coast. There were many more dif— 
ficulties in the way than were then foreseen, and the fulfilment was long 
delayed.

It has been planned and constructed to keep the heaviest 
traffic moving uninterruptedly at maximum speed along its entire length. 
We are informed that no grade exceeds 6 per cent and that the curves are 
those of a modern high-speed railway. 


IT IS BEYOND QUESTION that the John Hart Highway will be of great ec- 
onomic advantage to the people of this province. As it shortens the dis- 
tance between Seattle and Alaska by 800 miles, it is to be expected tha 
thousands of American trucks that now travel to Alaska via Edmonton will, 
in future, roll over our new British Columbia Highway. American tourists 
too, from the northwestern states, who now, of necessity, travel through 
Alberta to get to Fairbanks, will take advantage of the 800-mile British 
Columbia short-cut. Or these tourists may like to make the grand circle 
---through British Columbia to Alaska, then back via Alberta. One way 
and another, thousands of American dollars will be spent in British Col- 
umbia that are now spent elsewhere, and, in the process, many more 
Americans and British Columbians will get to know each other. Which 
should be good for our next-door neighborliness.

operating one flight per day. So com- 
plete was its isolation from the rest 
of the province, both economic and 
physical, that in a recent public op- 
inion poll residents voted overwhelm - 
ingly in favour of ceding to Alberta 
that portion of the province lying east 
of the Rocky Mountains. 

It was a voice of protest against 
the undeniable fact that although B.C. 
is a single geographic and political 
unit extending from the U.S. to the 
Yukon border it has become, through 
the deliberate neglect of past govern- 
ments, two very separate OUEETIAl 
and economic units - with the line of 
demarkation extending horizontally 
across the province at a point a few 
miles north of Prince George. The 
imaginary line could not have been 
more effective had it been a stone wall 
suchas the Great Wall of China - for 
no roads or rails extended north of it 
- and without land communication, 
there was nothing. The history of 
settlement and development of all 
countries has always been wrapped up 
in established lines of communication 
- be they trails and rude wagon roads, 
or the more recent highways and rail 
lines. Without them no country can 
grow. - 

By 1946 the volume of business 
accruing to Albertans, because of 
their foresight in building commun- 
ication lines, was reaching truly 
staggering proportions, and showed 
every indication of increasing. That 
year the reverberations from the Ed- 
monton-Peace River - Yukon-Alaska 
boom were wafted across the Straits 
of Georgia to B.C.’s capital city of 
Victoria. The sedate gentlemen who 
controlled provincial purse strings 
were roused from their smug contem- 
plation of the birds winging their way 
around that fair city, and stirred into 
gentle action. Contracts were let to 
build a highway through the Pine Pass 
- with completion scheduled for 1948, 
whereupon the kindly gentlemen 
their duty done, resumed their con- 
templations, Somewhat dubious as to 
whether they had not perhaps acted 
too hastily. 

Six years later, and four years 
behind schedule - which is proof 
enough that the benign gentlemen at 
Victoriahad acted without much con- 
viction-Minister of Lands and Forests, 
the Hon. E. T. Kenney snipped through 
the silken ribbon spanning the high- 
way which had been namedafter the 
former premier John Hart. 

The highway was opened to the 
travelling public and cars began to 
roll in both directions. The province 
was no longer divided....... 

It was a long overdue event; thirty- 
four years of procrastination followed 
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by six years dilly-dallying. Many of 
the hundred or so Peace River farmers 
and businessmen who witnessed the 
ceremony were grandfathers who had 
been lured north 40 years earlier by 
the promise of this very outlet. They 

could not help contrasting this poor 
recordof construction with that of the 

Alaska Highway nine years earlier - 
which was laid down, bridges and all 
atthe unprecedented rate of 10 miles 
a day, 1523 miles in six months - a 
memorable chapter in the history of 
man’s achievements. And it is possible 
that many of them recalled the record 
construction of B.C.’s FIRST road, 

90 years ago, when Governor Douglas 
commissioned the Royal Engineers to 
build northward from Yale through 
the tortuous Fraser Canyon and on to 
Barkerville, in order to serve the 
fabulously rich Cariboo gold fields 
which had drawn thousands from all 
parts of the world. With very limited 
finances, and with only hand tools, 

teams and black powder, they had 
accomplished the impossible - 395 
miles of finished road in two years. 

Those were no days of procrastination 
and dilly-dallying. The west was not 
won, nor its riches developed, by 
playing politics...... 

It would be nice to be able to ex- 
tend our sincere compliments to the 
recent Liberal - dominated coalition 
government - for a good job, well 
done, onthe construction of this high- 
way - but the bouquets must go to the 
long suffering people of British Col- 
umbia who footed the $14 million bill 
for a road which was to have cost $6 
millions - witha special bouquet for 
the people of the Peace River Block 
who waited patiently for two gener- 
ations for this fulfillment of a govern- 
ment pledge. 

Perhaps now that the air has been 
cleared of old-party smells and a 
spanking new government is handling 
the reins, there will be a return of 
some of the old pioneering spirit that 
pushed through the Cariboo Road, the 
CPR,CNR andother seemingly insur- 
mountable construction projects. 

In the meantime the JOHN HART 
HIGHWAY is open to traffic.
